Defence; fo in allfuch free Governments, every Free- >`}, 
کر‎ man and every Freeholder fhoula be a Soldier: A Freer 7 m 
S|} man that is no Soldier does as much as in him lyes, that 

he fhould be no longer Free: For if the fame Spirit was 
to become general, there would be no Soldiery within 
the Government; and it muft either ceafe to be defended 
and fecure in it’s Freedom, or {eek it’s Defence in foreign 
Affiftance, and fo be no longerIndependeut. Every Man 
therefore that wifhes to fecure his own Freedom, and thinks it his Duty to de- 
fend that of his Country, fhould, as he prides himfelf in being a Free Citizen, 
think it his true Honour to be a Soldier Citizen. In fuch Governments, com- 

ofed of fuch Men, Slaves only and Aliens are forbid the Ufe of Arms; while 
it is the Right, Priviledge and Pre-eminence of a Free Citizen to bear Arms in 
the Bands of his Country.

*I'rs bafe and flavifh not to be allowed to bear Arms in his Own and Coun- 
try’s Defence : "Tis Perfidy and Treachery in a Free Citizen notto be willing fo 
to bear Arms. But to affect to bear Arms, and not to know or learn the Ufe of el 
them---is worfe than Slavifhnefg-and Treachery; it is cruelly, with Aggravation, 
to mock his Country in it’s Diftrefs. 


Ler therefore every Man, that, appealing to his own Heart, feels the lea ۰ , 
Spark of Virtue or Freedom there, think that it is an Honour which he owes | 
himfelf, and a Duty which he owes his Country, to bear Arms; to know the 
Ufe of them, and to be willing, with his Life, to bear them and ufe them for 
his Country. Ifhe once is confcious that he ought to learn this Duty, he will 
foon know it: For there is neither Difficulty nor Myftery in it, There are many 
Things which a Soldier, whofe whole Time is devoted to that Service alone, 
may learn and acquire the Practice of, that a Militia cannot {pare the Time to 
learn. ‘There are alfo many Things which are neceflary for a Soldier who is in- 
lifted and in pay forthat Service only, to learn, practice and do, which arenot 
at all neceflary for a Militia. 
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` . Tu Regular Soldiery is compofed of Men who for the moft Part never hore 
Arms and are totally unfkill’d in the Ufe of them: "Tis therefore in the firt 
Place abfolutely neceflary that they, as Individuals, fhould be taught to handle 
the Firelock ; and as allhave this to learn, ’tis right that alk fhould learn one 
Method, —As this Method is not Natural but Artificial, it becomes neceflary 
that they fhould be foconftantly continued in the Exercife of it, that the Method’ 
may become Habitual and almoft Natural ; for Ufe is fecond Nature. 
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IT is not fo with the Men who compofe the Militia of thefe Countries. Every 
Man here knows and is peculiarly expert in the Ufe of the Firelock : "Tis almoft 
as conftantly in his Hand as any of his Implements of Hufbandry or of his 
Trade. As an Individual therefore, he knows already better than fix Days, or 
fix Times fix Days ina Year, would teach him the Ufe of his Arms. If it be 
expected that he learn the one uniformExercife prefcribed, while he hasa peculiar” 
Method of his own in handling his Arms; a few Days training ina Year may, 
during the Time he is training, make him perform it in an awkward conftrain- 
ed Manner; but it will no more? habituate him to, or teach ‘him to ufe that : 
Exercife in Service, than making a Man, who is left-handed ufe his right Hand ۲ ۱ 
fix Times a Year, will make him right-handed. It is therefore to 8 ۵ 1 
firt, what is abfolutely neceffary to be done; and next, what Militia can be 
brought todo. For a little and well is better than a great deal that is ftark 
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۱ naught. 
٤ ALL the Exercife of Arms therefore that I fhall require of the Militia is, 
1 That Ufe of them which in Time of Action will indifpenfibly and neceflarily

Bur asin Service the whole is toact as a one united Body, and againft a 


Body of Men—- fomething more and fomething different is required, tho’ in my 
Opinion very little more with very little Difference will ferve the Purpofe. 
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Anp firt, Whatever Method a Man has of loading and firing by himfelf, 
when he acts in a Body of Men, it muft be fuch as not to interfere with his 
Neighbour, nor to interrupt his acting, or obftruct his Arms : For 0 
the Service of Both wouid be loft; and as far as the Obftruction or l 
عم با‎ Embranglement of Arms reach'd, fo far would the Service of all be loft, p ۱ 
۱ Every Motion therefore that he makes with his Firclock, muft of abfo- a ۳ 
lute Neceflity be right up and down direétly before him, or in a direct -Line I rd 
from Front to Rear in the Space betwixt him and hisright hand Man, asI ۱ 
will prefently more particularly defcribe. The fame is alfo abfolutely ۴ 8 
to be obferved in every Motion he makes with‘his Bayonet, either while he is h, i 1 


fixing it, or when it is fixed. 


. Bur further, When a Number of Men are acting together in a Body in clofe 
Order as’they fhould, if one falls back to load while another advances himfelf 


$. to fire, the Confequences of fuch interfering Motions will be, as it has always 
9 been found to be, that they will wound and deftroy more of one another -than 


of the Enemy : It is therefore abfolutely neceflary that they learn to load and 


fire as near together at the fame Time as can poflibly be: For.the Reafgn juft 
: ۱ mentioned 
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mentioned; itis abfolutely neceflary for their own-Safety; but it is not lefs abio- 
iutely neceflary to do effectual Service againft a Body of Men.—The killing one 
of two gt.a,Time in fuch a Body, will not difhearten, weaken or break them, fo 
that they may be forced: But the Fire well aimed of a Number together, if it take 


Place, will fall fo heavy and-deftroy at once fo many, as will intirely difiearten, 
weaken and break any Body of Men inthe World, . *. , o rr 


As therefore, that Individual, who by himfelf can throw the greateft Number 
of Balls into a Mark in the fhorteft 'Time, is the beft Soldier; fo that Divifion or 
Platoon, that giving the clofed and heavieft Fire, can throw the greateft Number 
p into 2 Mark in the fhorteft Time, is the beft and moft effectual Body of 

oldiers. ie و‎ : 


‘AL that I have faid hitherto relates only to a Body. of Men, fix’d in that Spot 
where they come to Aion : But that aNumber of Men fhould move together in 
a Body, that they may: be able to march with different Fronts as theR.oad or Pafs 
will permit ; that théy fhould be able to take Pofleffion of their Ground in dife- 
rent Forms, as the Nature of the Ground requires ; that they fhould be able to 
change and vary their Form even in Time of Action, as theStrength, Pofition or 
Motions of the Enemy may make neceflary ;— and finally, in cafe of their being 
broke,that from fmall and lefferParties they may be able to collec and form again: 
That they may be able to perform thefe Things, which are abfolutely neceflary, 
and not more than are neceflary,, you fhould divide your Regiment into Parts by 
Divifions, and the Companies into lefler Subdivifions ; draw up thefe lefler Di- 
¥vifions on different Grounds, and teach them to form themfelves from fuch 
into Companies ; and further teach thefe Companies, thus collected, to form 
themfelves into Regiments, taking their proper Potts: ‘To do this, it is firft abfo- 
lutely neceffary, that you teach the Men to perform their-Facings—and to open 
or clofe' their Order.— "Tis alfo abfolutely neceffary, that the Regiment and, 
Companies be taught to Wheel and March by thefe feveral Divifions. As thefe 
Evolutions are contrived to form a Number of Men, ( which, without fuch Or- 
der, would. be a meer Mob, or Rabble-Rout ) to form them, I fay, into: one 
Body, that fhall act as it were with one Soul, as they are contrived tħat'ftich 
Body fhould take different Forms and Pofitions, and move different Ways, with- 
out Confufion or ceafing to be fuch a one form’d Body. Any of thofe more 
intricate Evolutions, fiich as doubling the Files, either by half Files, or half 
Ranks in Divifions ; fuch as I fear woud never be learnt with Exactnefs, nor 
executed with an habitual Readinefs, wou’d, in my Opinion, waite much of the 
Men's Time in learning; atid when wanted to be done in Aion, being done 
imperfectly, would rather throw the Body into Confufion, andtend to break’it, 
than to preferve it’s Order and Unity ; but befides the Danger of Confufion and 
utter Breaking, in attempting to perform what will be never executed in Service, 
is clear from Mr. BLAND, That the End to be derived from this doubling of 
Files by Divifion, namely, forthe readier pafling of Defiles, Bridges or Paffes, 
may be gaind by a much eafier and plainer Motion, » When ‘a Battalion, 
fays Mr. BLAND, is ftraitned for want of Room that they can’t march, the 
whole in Front, an intire Platoon, fhould be ordered to fall back and march 
in the Rear, till the Interval will allow of it’s moving up.” In the fame man- 
ner, when a Battalion is marching in Divifions, and comes to fome Detile, 
Bridge or Pafs, where the whole .cannot march in Front, the right or left half 
Divifion fhould be ordered to fall back and march in the Rear of the other half, 
till the Ground will allow of ivs moving up. Many Things, fays Mr. 
Bianp, that might be greatly ufeful, and of the utmoft Service, were they 


fo perfectly learnt as to be executed with an habitual’ Readinefs, fhould - 
never be practiced, where, thro’ a want of conitant ‘Training and military Dif- 
"B cipline 
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sipline, the Officer's cannot be fuppofed to have a thorough ready Knowledge 
of the Service ; and where we know the private Men, as in theCafe of Militia, 
„cannot be brought to be very cxact; In fuch Cafe, it would be infinitely 
dangerous to attempt it. l . 2

Uron this Idea of the very great Danger there is in dividing a Battalion 
into fuch Divifions as a Militia would neither aa like, nor learn, 
„fuch as. would therefore rather tend to weaken, confufe and break that 
Battalion, than order, form and ftrengthen it : Upon this Idea it is, that 

fhall by no means recommend to the Militia that Method of Forming a 

egiment by Grand-divifions, Sub-divifions and Platoons, which is ufed 
amongft the regular Soldiers. A militia Soldier is never fo hearty and confi- 
dent in his Service and Action, as when Side by Side to his Neighbour, a 
Friend, his Relations, and united with them ; never fo well fatisfied in his 
ty of Obedience, as when under the Command of his own Officer, who he 
knows is his Neighbour, his Friend, perhaps his Relation, and acting under 
the fame Circumftances, the fame Principles and Intereft as himfelf. ۵ 
Divifions therefore of a Battalion which may poffibly divide and difunite a Man 
from the Company of his Friends, and by the ufual Method practiced in the 
tegular Service of Pofting the Officers, may make fuch fall under the Com- 
mand of fome Officer in a Regiment that he is a Stranger to, and who is uns 
known to him, and with whom he is under no natural Connections: The for- 
ming a Battalion I fay, by thofe Divifions, and that Method of Pofting the Off- 
cers, does by no means fuit the Spirit of a Militia. — Befides no Man without, 
conftant and continued Training ( which cannot be the Cafe of Militia ) will 
ever learn to know the feveral Divifions and Platoons to which he belongs ; 
The Battalion therefore by that means would be in Confufion ; and if ever 


broke, either by the Interruption of broken Ground, or thick Woods, or the: 


Force of the Enemy, would never be able again to Rally and Form, 


. TEE Regiment is naturally divided into Compaxies; which, generally fpeak- 
ing, are fo nearly equal, that they may very well ferve in the ftead of what is 
called Grand-divifions. . Inftead of Sub-divifions I would divide the Companies 
into two Parts ; the Captain to command the right Divifion, the Enfign the left, 
and the Lieutenant in the Rear: This I call dividing the Battalion into Com- 
mands, as all the Divifions are commanded by Officers. As it will be neceflary 
{ill further to divide the Battalion ----I would divide thefe Commands into 


_two Parts; the right Party to be commanded by the Commiffion Officer, 


the left by a Serjeant, As thofe {mall Bodies of Men which are commanded. 
by Non-commiflion Officers are called Parties ; I call this, Dividing the Bat- 
talion into Parties. —¥So that inftead of the artificial Divifion of the Bat- 
talion into Grand-divifions, Sub-divifions and Platoons, which muft conftantly 
vary according to the Number of the Battalion, and which confequently a 
Militia Soldier, and perhaps the Officers, would never Jearn to know, I divide 
the Battalion into Companies, Commands and Parties — that is, the Captain’s 
Command of his Company, the Subaltern’s Command, and Serjeant's Parties : 
Thefe Divifions are what they will be conftantly ufed to, and will know; it’s 
impoffible they fhould be ignorant which Company they belong to ; they could 
never. be ignorant under which of the Subaltern’s Command they fell ; and it 
would be as cafy as, knowing their Right Hand from their Left to know which 
Divifion of this Command, namely, whether the Subalterns, or the Serjeants 
they belong’d.to, and for the fame Reafon I would never have the Drummers 
otherwife pofted than at their refpective Companies : So that whether the Bat-- 


talion was ordered to Wheel, .to March, to Fire, or do any other Service, by: 


thefe Divifions every Officer knowing his own Command, or Party, and ` every: 
Man knowing to what Divifion he belonged, it would be done with Eafe and 


without Confufion. 
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Uron thefe Principles above laid down, it appears to. Me, That tha followin 
Syftem of Difcipline is all that is neceflary for the Militia. But if there be any 
Colonel, or Commander of any Independent Company that thinks his Regiment 
or Company can learn more, if they learn it well, fo much the better: But 
what follows, being abfolutely that which each Man as a Soldier fhoytd learn, 
and all as a Military Body be able to perform ; - ۰. 

T IS MY ORDER, That every Colonel or Commander of a Company ia 
the Foot do ufe and train their Men in the following Exzrarsz: And 
that the Pains and Penalties prefcribed by the feveral Militia Laws of this, 

Province for Difobedience, or Neglect to learn, &c. be levied for thcir Difobe-’ 
dience or Neglect to learn, practife and perform this, and no other. woe 
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Of Forming the Battalion. 


T Companies muft take their Poft from Right to Left according to their 
' Seniority, except the Grenadier Company which is always upon theRight, 
each Company to be drawn up in three Ranks ; for as the Forming it into fix 
Ranks by Front and Rear Half-Files is only for the fake of performing that Part 
of the Manual-Exercife which is not here required of Militia, the Forming them 
into fix Ranks is needlefs. "The Opening ef Files is alfo needtefs ; for that Part 
° “of the Exercife only which is performed in’clofe Order is here required. 


As I have above fhown the Reafon why I do by no Means approve of the 
Officers in a Battalion of Militia being pofted, according to the Method that is 
called, Taking their Poft in Battalion : E l 


Ir 19 HERE DIRECTED, That the Colonel take his Poft in the Front at the 
Center: The Lieutenant-Colonel in the Rear at the Center : ‘The Major upon 
the Right in the Rear: The Adjutant upon the Left in the Rear, moving as 
‘Occafion in Service fhall require: And that every Captain orCaptain-Lieutenant 
take his Poft at the Head of his Command, upon the Right of the Company ; 
and the Enfign upon the Left ; the Lieutenant in the Rear ; One Serjeant and 
One Corporal in the fámńe Rank with the Privates; but upgfi the Right-Flank of 
theFront and Rear Ranks: One Serjeant and One Corporal upon the Left-Flank 
of the Front and RearRanks : One Serjeant: and One Corporal, with the Lieute- 
nant in the Rear ; the Drummer of each Company in the Rear of their refpective 
Companies, at the Center. Each Captain is then to fubdivide each of thefe Com- 
mands into Two equal Parts ; and when the Regiment is ordered to March, 
Wheel or Fire by Parties, theLeft Part of cach Command is ta be given to a Ser- 
jeant. ۱ ۱ 


Anp this general Rule is to be obferved, That in Marching every commif- 
fiened or non-commiffioned Officer, who commands any of the aboveDivifions, 
is to march at the Head of his Divifion ; but in Wheeling or in theFiring, to fall 
in with the Ranks upon the Right Flank of his Command.
